Calixto Garcia 


Calixto Garcia (1839-1898) was a general in three Cuban 
uprisings, part of the Cuban War for Independence: Ten

Years’ War, the Little War and the War of 1895, itself some- 
times called the Cuban War for Independence, which bled into 
the Spanish-American War, ultimately resulting in national 
independence in Cuba. 


Garcia died of pneumonia on December 11, 1898, at the age 
of 59, while on a diplomatic mission in Washington (D.C.). He 
was buried temporarily in Arlington National Cemetery in the 
U.S., then transported on the heavily armed seagoing war ship 
USS Nashville to Cuba. His final burial in Cuba was preceded 
by a number of emotional incidents, and his statues and busts 
are found throughout Cuba. A major statue is found on the 
Malecon near the U.S. Interests Section in Havana. After his 
death, a large bronze tablet prominently inscribed with the 
phrase “Dulce et decorum est pro patria mori” was erected by 
the Masons at the place of his demise— the Raleigh Hotel in 
Washington. Today, this tablet resides at the private residence 
of one of General Garcia’s direct descendants.

On April 12, 2016, the Bank of Australia released images of 
the new $5 banknote that will be issued into circulation on 
September 1, 2016. 


Key aspects of the 
existing design — 
colour, size and people 
portrayed — _— are 
retained for ease of 
recognition and to mini- 
mize the disruption of 
businesses. There is a 
new ‘tactile’ feature to 
help the vision- 
impaired community 
distinguish between 
different denomina- 
tions of banknotes.

2016 Circulating Coin Folder 50th anniversary 
of decimal currency ($2, $1, 50¢, 20¢, 10¢, 5¢) 


For the first time Australia will get its 
own 25 cent coin. The Royal 
Australian Mint will produce more 
than one million ‘quarters’ in an 
exclusive one-off release and 
although they will be legal tender, 
the unique gold coins are unlikely to 
end up in circulation as general 
currency. 


The new coins will feture designs based on photos of the 
significant military moments in Australia’s history and will be 
made available as part of Anzac Day commemorations. The 
commemorative coins are a joint initiative between News 
Corp, the Royal Australian Mint, Legacy and Westpac. Mint 
product development officer Dion Buck said it is the first 
time a 25 cent piece has been released as legal tender in 
Australia. Unlike America’s silver-coloured quarters, the 
Australian quarter will be gold-coloured with the Mint 
securing a Nordic Gold blank from Europe made from 
copper and aluminium — similar to the material used as the 
middle of euros.

The Dominion of Canada Medal 


that the Dominion of Canada medal was first awarded to Canadian exhibitors at the Philadelphia 
Centennial Exhibition held in 1876? 


The Philadelphia Centennial Exhibition, held May 10 - November 10, 1876, was the largest exhibition held in North America 
up to that time. More than 30,000 displays represented the fifty American States and 46 countries. Canada was afforded 
25,133 square feet of space in the Main building, the largest building covering more than 21 acres at 464 feet in width and 
1880 feet in length. There were many different products displayed by larger Canadian manufacturers as well as many small 
independent producers. 


The Canadian Commission, with the intention of affording inducements to Canadian exhibitors at the Centennial Exhibition 
offered Gold, Silver and Bronze medals as prizes with the promise that the awards of such medals would be made by foreign 
judges. The Commission appealed to the British Commissioners to aid with this task. The request was well received and the 
assistance of 18 British Judges “.....accepted with pleasure the proposal made to them to award special medals to the Ca- 
nadian exhibitors”. Canadian exhibitors were awarded 403 Centennial Exhibition medals by the US government and a total 
of 341 (12 Gold, 134 Silver and 195 Bronze) medals by the Canadian Commission. 


After the Philadelphia Centennial Exhibition of 1876 the medals were used as awards at the Provincial Exhibitions across 
Ontario for a number of years. 


According to Canadian numismatist R.W. McLachlan the initial order of 200 medals were struck and delivered to Montreal 
within two weeks at a cost of one Franc (nineteen cents) each.

This silver medal was awarded to Green Bros. of Innerkip, Ontario for their prize Hereford Bull at the Provincial exhibition 
held in London, Ontario in 1885. 


The Dominion of Canada medals were engraved by (Ernest) Paulin Tasset (1839 - 1921) a 
well-known sculptor and medalist who, over several years, produced many medals for the 
Paris Mint in France. 


The Dominion of Canada medal has the distinction of being a Canadian medal, struck in

Austria Issues First Platinum Coin 


The Austrian Mint issued its first 1 

ounce .9995 Platinum uncirculated 

100 Euro coin in February 2016. 

The 37mm, 31.10g coin was 

designed by Thomas Pesendorfer 

(pictured left) and is the third part 

of the Vienna Philharmonic series. 

The world famous Vienna 

Philharmonic bullion coin is now 

available in Platinum, Gold and 

aN Silver. Named in honour of the world-famous orchestra, the 

Vienna Philharmonic Gold coins is one of the bestselling bullion coins worldwide and counts among the favourites of 
investors in Europe, Japan, and North America. Almost as valuable (i.e. mint issue cost is €1,161.00), the Platinum is 
expected to perform just as impressively as the Gold. " ' 


Until the first Philharmonic concert on March 28,1842, the city which 
gave its name to the Viennese classics—Joseph Haydn, Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart and Ludwig van Beethoven—had no professional concert 
orchestra. Concerts of symphonic works were played by ensembles 
specially assembled for the occasion. Orchestras composed entirely of 
professional musicians were found only in the theaters.

was the sixth ship of the United States Navy named after the US state 
of Alabama — commissioned in 1942 and served in World War II in the 
Atlantic and Pacific theaters. She was retired in 1962. In 1964, 
Alabama was taken to Mobile Bay and opened as a museum ship the 
following year. The ship was added to the National Historic Landmark 
registry in 1986. 


The note used to record this sailor's adventure is Commonwealth of Australia One 
Pound Series H |, Serial Number 796775. The clean version above is a 1942 One 
Pound, King George VI, Armitage McFarlane signatures (R30a), "O00" serials, H6O 
433000, dark green print, light folds barely visible and minor edge foxing, very 
well preserved: which just sold at auction as ‘almost uncirculated’ for $495 AUD.

As well, it would be a violation to document on anything on the sailor’s person, where the 
vessel has gone during an act of war. The sailor could be court-martialled for that. | believe this was written after active duty. 


It’s still a nice piece of history though! It reminds me of the book, ‘A Sailor’s Letters Home WWII.’ This note is likely moving 
onto to a navy museum.
